CELEBRATION. 
BALTIMORE, Aug. 10. 


Agreeably to the arrangements pre- 


viously announced, the citizens assem- 
bled in Monument Square on Saturday 
morning for the purpose of celebrating 
(he day which marked the completion 
of a full century since a name and a 
place were allotted to the City of Balti- 
more. 
The elevation in front of the 


eastern end of the Court House was 
occupied with rows of seats, for the ac- 
commodation of those ~who were spe- 
cially invited to be present on the occa- 
sion, including His Excellency Govern- 
or MARTIN and Aids, Messrs. CAKHOLL 
and LociuiRMAN, the President and Di- 
rectors of the Baltimore and Susque- 
hanna Rail-Road Company, the Rever- 
end Clergy, the Judges of the Courts, 
the members of the Juvenile Associa- 
tions, and others. 
In the centre of the 


elevation was erected the rostrum for 
the Orator of the day. It was sur- 
mounted by a portrait of the venera- 
ble Charles Carroll of Carrollton, en- 
circled with the following inscription. 
"The only Surviving Si%ner,Jv.ly 4,1776."

Over the portrait was inscribed in 


large characters the motto— 
AGRICULTURE—COMMERCE—MANUFAC- 


TURES. 


At each end of the elevation was pla- 


ced a staff bearing the Star-spangled 


ivhic!) had been designated, and at a* 
bout eleven o'clock reached the spot in 
the vicinity of the Falls Turnpike road 
where the Susquehanna Rail-road v/as 
to be formally commenced. 


The spot selected for the laying of 


the First Stone was a short distance 
west of the Turnpike, and south of the 
first gate, on a piece of gently rising 
ground. 


From this point a section of the 


Rail-road had been graduated in a 
nothcrn direction for the distance of a 
quarter or a half mile. Immediately 
in the vicinity of the spot prepared for 
the reception of the Stone,\vas erected 
a platform with seats and a rostrum, 
handsomely decorated with flags, ever- 
greens.

At 
either end of the rear of the platform 
was the representation of a turret, sur- 
mounted by a Rail-road Car bearing a 
banner. That on the left hand was in- 
cribed "1729," and that on the right, 
"1829."

the owner of the French brig and 
schooner which arrived here on Wed- 
nesday last from Guadaloupe, that pre- 
vious to their sailing, a vessel arrived 
at Pont Petre in a very short passage 
from Marseilles, reported that some 
French and English merchant vessels 
attempting to pass the Russian fleet 
blockading the Dardanelles, v/ere ta- 
ken possession of by the Russian Ad- 
miral ; whereupon the commanders of 
the French and British fleets made de- 
mand for their restoration, which be- 
ing refused, force was resorted to, and 
resulted in the destruction of the Rus- 
sian fleet. , 


We have not been able to learn the 


date of the sailing of the vessel from 
Marseilles, upon which rests the prob- 
ability of the report—but as the above 
brig and schooner had only sixteen 
days passage from Goree (Africa) to 
Gaudaloupej the passage of the vessel 
from Marseilles may have been propor- 
tionably short. The position occupi- 
ed by the respective fleets at our last 
date, and the excitement occasioned by 
the blockade, give probability to the 
rumor.

In the long-detail of foreign occur- 


rences, there is !)ttt little that indicates 
the approach of those decisive events 
which are necessary to determine the 
result of the great strife between Rus- 
s"ui_ and Turkey. 
Their relative posi-

since the commencement of the present 
campaign.—Russia is still, as she has 
been from the beginning, wielding her 
immense resources with a vigor and en- 
ergy which, however skillfully they may 
have been directed, have failed to make 


. any sensible impression upon her e- 


qually energetic, and if we look back to 
her starting-point, far more rapidly im- 
proving foe. In the beginning of the 
•war, the Russian Emperor found him- 
self at the head of an ai-my which is re- 
presented as disciplined in the most 
modern school of warfare—ably ap- 
pointed and commanded by officers of 
the highest reputation. The Sultan, 
on the other hand, had, but a very short 
time before, deprived himself of the arm 
of defence upon which his ancestors 
hadrfor centuries, been accustomed to 
rely—and the destruction of the Janis- 
saries, whilst it gave an earnest of the

Important Rumor.—We learn from 


the owner of the French brig and 
schooner which arrived here on Wed- 
nesday last from Guadaloupe, that ore- 
vious to their sailing, a vessel arrived 
at Pont Petre in a very short passage 
from Marseilles, reported that some 
French and English merchant vessels 
attempting to pass the Russian fleet 
blockading the Dardanelles, were ta- 
ken possession of by the Russian Ad- 
miral; whereupon the commanders of 
the French and British fleets made de- 
mand for their restoration, which be- 
ing refused, force was resorted to, and 
resulted in the destruction of the Rus- 
sian fleet. , 


We have not been able to learn the 


date of the sailing of the vessel from 
Marseilles, upon which rests the prob- 
ability of the report—but as the above 
trig and schooner had only sixteen 
days passage from Gorec (Africa) to 
Gaucialoupe, the passage of the vessel 
from Marseilles may have been propor- 


pean soldiers.
